THE PARENTHOOD OF THE 


SCHOOL 


Membership in the National Congress 


of Parents and Teachers lias just passed 
the million mark. The remarkable recent 
growth of this organization to unite home 
and school in studying the common in- 
terests of children is an encouraging phe- 
nomenon at a time when there has been 
too much disposition on the part of.homc 
to let school do it all. 


A child is in school considerably less 


than half the days of each school year. 
Other days are parents' days, or ought to 
be. Even on school clays, the parent theo- 
retically has charge of the child for more 
than half his waking hours. Yet it was 
recently remarked that as there is "no 
room to play in a city apartment.'' and 
"fewer chores to do1' around the modern 
home, schools are expected these days to 
provide "playgrounds, athletics and ma- 
chine shops," and to supply "courtesy, 
respect, obedience, proper demeanor, hon- 
esty, fidelity, virtue and many other 
traits." 


Schools become substitute parents. If 


students are not accorded proper health 
guidance and opportunities for 
exercise 


through the school gymnasiums and clin- 
ics, they do not get them anywhere. 
If 


they are not given school training in char- 
acter, and even in manners, they do not 
get it—or so is the claim—in the modern 
city equivalent for "home/' Ask an Amer- 
ican 
what he thinks of the 
Russian 


scheme of state-raised children, and he is 
downright in condemnation. 
Sometimes 


he is the same American -who expects the 
tax-supported school to bring 
up 
his 


child. 


Parent-teacher bodies can do a splen- 


did work in seeing to it that schools have 
enthusiastic public support, and that their 
standards are high. They have also an op- 
portunity to present to parents the 
fact 


that there are limits to what should be 
expected of the schools. It is an interest- 
ing fact that the parent-teacher 
move- 


ment started from the Congress of Moth- 
ers, founded in 1897 for the purpose of 
training parents in the care and under- 
standing of children. Today more stress is 
needed upon the old fashioned concept of 
parental duty. In general it has been too 
much emphasized of late that the teacher 
must play mother, doctor and preacher 
on the side. 


There is no tax supported substitute for 


the father who hikes and fishes with his 
youngsters and the mother who takes a 
vital interest in their chums, their reading 
and their intimate problems. Such par- 
ents, in an age whose temptations and 
suggestions are mechanically multiplied 
by gasoline and the cinema, are at least 
as badly needed as in the times when boys 
chopped wood for the stove and girls had 
nothing else to do at night but help moth- 
er make rag carpets or stretch the cur- 
tains. The assumption that it is more nec- 
essary to leave health and moral guidance 
to the school teacher than it used to be 
is all topsy turvy. It arises from laziness. 
The 
necessity is all the other 


though not the practice. 


Because the Parent-Teacher body rep- 


resents a co-operative effort at "inter- 
changing- experience and knowledge in 
what is recognized as a common task, as 
opposed to the modern surrender of home 
responsibility, its growth is a wholesome 
indication.

THE PSYCHIC FACTOR IN DIGESTION' 


The longer J practice medicine and the more I 


see of my mistakes, the more inclined I am to {five 
the patient the benefit of the doubt, and tlie les* 
willing I nm to believe that he is spending his mon- 
ey for the fun of telling his troubles. There arc 
doubtless f-onie who like to do this but even they 
are not normal, and we bliould be sorry for them 
and ready to smile with them at some of the thingt. 
they do, instead of being: Incensed or contcmptous 


These are not my sentiments. Indeed not. Read- 


ers ought to (istect that at once. I quote that .first 
paragraph from a recent paper by Dr. Walter C 
Alvarez on "Treatment of Nervous Indigestion." 


Nervous reader? will recall that I have dcflniteb 


and didactically asserted time and again that there 
is no such thing: as nervous indigestion. I may be 
2 per cent wrong- about that, indeed I have always 
feared some mean doctor would point out the smal 
margin of error in my arbitrary assertion, but oven 
so. I leave it to any teacher who knows anything 
about instructing the laity, have I taught wisely? 


Look at the present attitude and practice of the 


aity in relation to alleged "colds." consider the 
hackneyed dictum of.thc public health directors that 
common respiratory infections, which they assure 
us are responsible for about three-fourths of all ill- 
ness physicians attend, are prevcntible by reason- 
able care, and then tell me. wouldn't a little less 
vagueness, a little more defmitness on the part of 
:he public health authorities, be a great blessing to 
the happiness of our people? 


Dr. Alvarez is a recognized authority in the field 


of gastrointestinal diseases. He ought to know hi* 
onions. Onions? Dr. Alvarez definitely and didac- 
ically excludes the succulent bulb from the smooth 
diet he often suggests to patients with tempermen- 
al indigestion. I shall quote from Dr. Alvarez' pa- 
per the essentials of his smooth diet in another is- 
sue. Here I w-ant to clean some of the pertinent 
hought from this very practical paper, for the ben- 
•f;t of readers who still insist they have nervous 
ndigestion. 


". . . remind the patient that digestion can 
doubtless be upset in sensitive persons by strong 
emotions, fatigue, improper methods of eating or 
constipation." 


"First be sure of your patient's neurosis before 


you begin to treat him for it: be sure that he is 
not suffering from something else besides nerves. 
When one sees how often the skilled gastroentero- 
iopist with every form of technical assistance at 
his command makes the mistake of treating as a 
'neurotic* someone who has gallstones, tumor of 
the cord, incipient tuberculosis or cancer of the 
stomach, the need for caution becomes obvious." 


"Patients may be neurotic, hypersensitive and 


overcomplaining, but that does not render them 
immune to organic disease. In fact, years of suf- 
fering from oragnic disease is often the cause of 
the very querulousness that excites our distrust." 
"Our 
fondness for calling patients unpleasant 


names such as 'neurasthenic* and 'hypochondriac*

"One 
of the best ways of preparing for this 


work (that is, treating patients with nervous in- 
digestion) is to have a nervous breakdown one- 
self, but not every one can do this."

DISTANT PASTURES 


At a. meeting of Michigan authors 
van Swift poet, painter, art printer, 
book maker and all around artist, 
almost as diversified in his artistic in- 
erests as was William Morris, made 
a passionate plea to the assembled 
writers to cultivate their own acres 
and not to go hankering after distant 
scenes. Many a person, was his argu- 
ment, can be a first class workman 
n literature on his native soil but be- 
:omes a third or fourth rate writer 
because he insists of going to New 
fork and taking material at second 
ir third hand, material that is not 
>red in the bone, with him. 


It is a. well known fact that more 


writers are ruined by going to "liter- 
ary centers .than are helped by it, as 
Jr. Swift ^pointed out Sometimes % 
writer gains in saleability by going to 
Vew York provided he is a kind of lit- 
jrary politician who can pull wires. 
There is of course no doubt about it 
hat wire pulling plays a considerable 
part in the publishing business in 
,pite of the fact that publishers are 
always insisting that only cold-blood- 
d merit counts. But it is doubtful if 
my writer is likely to do better work 
f he migrates from the place that is 
n his blood and goes to-a scene that 
he cannot from the nature of the case 
enow as well as a writer should know 
lis material. O. Henry seems to have 
gained by it, but his is one of the 
•cry few cases on record. 
Willa Catcher has been cited as 


another example. But in her case the 
fact is merely that New York has not 
polled her. So far 
as her work 


las done anything for her. She could 
lave written every one of her books 
f she had never even visited New 
York. 


The advice Mr. Swift gave to the 


Michigan writers to stay at home does 
not of course mean that they should 
aim to develop such a thing as Mich- 
gan literature." There can from the 
nature of the case be no sucb thing. 
You might as well ask 
Michigan 


rces to be different is variety from 
any trees anywhere else. Literature 
s the flowering of the human spirit 
and if it is to be hardy it must have 


ppeal not only for one small state or 


on© small country but 
for people 


everywhere. Community pride 
or 


state pride is out of place in litera- 
.ure. There can be no patriotism in 
the arts. There is as much rejoicing 
n. he soul of an artist ever good work 
done on the other side of the world 
as in his own village. 


Which Is exactly the reason why 


the advice to artists to stay at home 
is good. A maple grows best In a cer- 
tain kind of soil. A writer gro\vs best 
in his native surroundings. The idea 


is not to grow a distinctive Michigan 
maple and to exalt it because it is of 
the Michigan variety but because it is 
the finest possible specimen of ma- 
ple-A writer who belongs 
here is 


likely to make of himself the finest 
specimen of writer it is in him fo'be 
by developing naturally in his native 
surroundings. Imagine Thomas Har- 
dy translated to London and'attempt- 
ing to write about London. The chan- 
ces are he would have stunted his 
growth. Hardy on his native heath 
became a writer for all the world. 
There is no reason why a Michigan 
man in his 
native 
surroundings 


should not do the same thing. At any 
rate, his chances for doing good work 
are usually increased in that way. 


The material itself is as varied and 


colorful as is to be found anywhere, 
as Mr. Swift pointed out. The mining 
region of the upper peninsula, for in- 
stance — there is material there for a 
novels. Leonard Cline, in "Godhead," 
gave a hint of what can be done there 
Then there is what may be called the 
"second growth" region of Michigan, 
touched upon by Harold Titus in 
"Timber." The romance of the Great 
Lakes still awaits its Homer to make 
use of it, 
although several have 


touched on it The vast automobile in- 
dustry that has sprung up has found 
its fictional historian in Lawrence H. 
Conrad, author of "Temper." 


Whatever 
may be said for or 


against these writers, the chances arc 
they will do better in their native 
surrounding^ than by migrating to 
New York. Literature at its best Is a 
plant that grows best in its native 
soil.

HIP TROUBLE MISTAKEN FOR 


SCIATICA

the nerve, but the result of trouble in 
the hip Joint or in the bones of the 
lower portion of the baclc. 
Several physicians say that SO per 


cent of tho conditions too readily dia- 
jmosed as sciatica, are actually the re-

nt tho hip or of the spine, or of some 
other disturbance *urh as tumor or 
other bone dIft**FC.

sion in such casfs, it as necessary for

This may not. however, be 
easily apparent to the patient but has 
to bo demonstrated by tho physician 
when he makes his examination. 


Tenderness and pain may result

$100, is the 


highest sum ever yet paid to the lead- 
ing: artist for his or her part in a film, 
while the "auxiliaries," or extras, re- 
ceive the equivalent of one to two dol- 
lars for a full day's work, 
ranging 


from eight to twelve hours. 


There are no real producers of films 


in Spain. 
Several firms with high- 


sounding titles have studios for hire to 
anybdOy who wishes to reel off a film. 
These studios arc 
just glass roofed 


sheds erected on vacant lots. The big- 
gest of them is 65 feet long-, with fif- 
teen arc lamps and a big reflector. ^ 


The directors usually are the owners 


of the studios, most of whom have a 
very limited acquaintance with acting 
or screen work, and the capitalist who 
backs a picture thinks from the begin- 
ning; about his profits and continually 
suggests economies in production. 


The Spanish film 
which has pro- 


duced most/pronis in this country is 
"Nobleza aBturra," which _cost about 
$8.500 to .shoot and advertise. Other 
films have cost more, but probably the 
sum of $14.000 has never been passed. 


The maximum salary ever received 


by a film "star" was 5,000 pesetas for 
a month's contract, about $1,000. and 
the artist was called on to perform >n 
a dozen films.

Unequalled In Histo

Tho General Motors Corporation, 


thu brilliant jewel of tho du Pont in« 
dustrlal 
crown, has ben under the 


v' tual control of this faivus family 
sii.co 1920. 


The story of how this camo about 


and how General Motors wan trans- 
formed from a struggling concern to 
tho outstanding success of the age is 
one of the most ama=:--s chapters In 
tho pages of Industrial history. 


DURANT STARTED IT 


The breath of life flrct was breath- 


ed Into General Motors by William 
C. Durant. He organized the concern 
back In 
1908, blending together a 


pack of financial troubles as well as 
consolidating properties. 


Within a space of two years he was 


forced to obtain a bank loan of $15,- 
000.000. One of the conditions of the 
loan imposed by bankers was that 
control should be placed in a voting 
trust until Oct. 1, 1915. 


At that time, John J. Raskob, a 


New York boy who had started to 
work for tho du Fonts as a steno- 
grapher, had worked his way up to 
a place as an an official in the du 
Pont corporation. Raskob's rise with 
his employ—s had been rapid 
and 


they apreciated his keen foresight. 


Pierre S. Du Pont valued his judg- 


ment. When the young man came to 
him with a great vision of the possi- 
bilities of the automobile 
industry 


and particularly in the possibilities of 
the field for General Motors, he list- 
ened. 


As a result of young Raskob's in- 


vestigation the du Fonts purchased a 
few shares of General Motors com- 
mon stock. 


DU_PONT HELD CONTROL 


In 1915 the end of the voting trust 


period drew near. It was found that 
du Font's holdings 
in General Mo- 


tors, consisting of something slight- 
ly less than 3000 shares, constituted 
the balance of power between the Du- 
rant interests and the bankers. 


The outcome of the situation was 


that the bankers 
and the Durant 


party each placed seven men on the 
directorate and du Pont was per- 
mitted to place three, making a 
board of 17. Raskob was one of du 
Font's appointees and Pierre S. du 
Font himself was elected president. 
This \ras the entry into what has 
proved to be "one of the most profit- 
able investments ever made. In 1923 
du Font handed over the presidency 
to Alfred F. Sloan, and took the posi- 
tion of chairman. 


The du Font interest in the corpor- 


tion at the start was only a small 
one. But during the war the parent 
du Font corporation piled up huge 
profits which had to be put to work 
elsewhere. Again Raskob came for- 
ward for General Motors and his sup- 
erior lent him a ready ear. They 
proceeded to place large amounts in 
the stock'of that corporation. 


First $25,000,000 was invested and 


later a similar amount. Then follow- 
ed considerable financial trouble for 
General Motors. 
The result of this 


was the formation of a giant pool to 
take- over a controlling interest and 
the du Fonts invested another $25,- 
000,000. This marked the fading from 
the General Motors picture of the 
spectacular and embittered figure of 
W. C. Durant. 


This last purchase gave the du 


Fonts virtual control of the organiza- 
tion through ownership of about 25 
per cent of the stock. 


Based on current market quotations 


for the stock, they would have a 
market profit alone of about $646,- 
000,000 on their investment if 
they 


were to take it. In addition the di- 
vidends received on the stock 
have 


been more than the original pur- 
chase price.
